CLASS HISTORY

should conduct ourselves in regard to behavior, lessons and examinations. As if this was not 
enough, we had to bear the superior looks of the upper classmen, and such remarks as “Oh, 
see that cunning little Freshie! Isn't he just too dear for anything!” 

After a while we managed to get our programs adjusted, and finally learned to find 
our rooms without asking somebody. The next thing was to choose leaders to help us on our 
weary way. The ones who were chosen to do this hard task were Edward Pothier for Pre- 
sident; Beatrice Robinson, Vice-President; Hazel Metcalf, Secretary ; and Henry Quinn, 
Treasurer. They did their work very well and pulled us sucessfully through the agonizing 
stage of being Freshmen. 

The big event of this year, of course, was the Freshman Reception, which was much 
enjoyed by all. There were many other things which we took pleasure in. such as orchestra. 
band, Glee Club and gymnasium. 

We would not have anyone think for a minute that all we did was to enjoy ourselves 
or be miserable, for the great World War was raging and the girls in our High School did 
their bit with the rest. A Patriotic League was formed, and they met a certam number of 
times each week to do Red Cross Work. As the “flu” was ravaging at this time, school was 
closed for four weeks. This constitutes our first year of High School life which was one of 
service as well as one of joy and sorrow too. 

My, but we were glad to be Sophomores, for now the upper classmen could not patro- 
nize us quite as much as they could before. The same officers continued to hold their places. 
Nothing very important in school life took place this year, except that perhaps we had to 
study a trifle harder to keep up to the mark. A very important world event took place, how- 
ever, which threw us into an outburst of joy, and that was the signing of the armistice on 
November 11, 1918. Thus we passed through the proud stage of being Sophomores. 

New officers were elected our Junior Year. Elinor Rollinson was chosen President; Ed- 
mond Dalbec, Vice President; Dorothy Tatersall, Secretary; and Henry Quinn, Treasurer. 
Nothing unusual took place this year except, perhaps, the beginning of the R. O. T. C. drill 
for the boys which they all enjoyed I am sure. Yellow cards, exams, conduct cards and 
studying went on the same as before, with a dance once in a while to relieve the monotony. 
So much for our Junior year which, though I have said little about it, was one of fruitful 
endeavor and superiority to our under classmen. 

Now we come to our Senior year which has probably been the happiest of all, for know- 
ing it to be the last has made it the dearest and best. The officers elected this year were 
Henry Quinn, President; Elinor Rollinson, Vice-President Edmond Dalbec, Secretary; and 
Richard Margeson, Treasurer. As 7’s we gave the Freshman Reception, which we did up in 
fine style, and hope everybody had a good time. In January a Pilgrim Tercentenary Masque 
was given by the school and several of the members of our large and illustrious class took 
part. Our class meetings were very exciting but we finally succeeded in settling the questions 
of committees, dates, etc. and escaped from them without anyone being hurt or killed in the 
skirmish. One of the most pleasant features of our Jast few weeks in school was the ex- 
changing of pictures, although I imagine the teachers were very glad when this was done.
